But for fear my objections
may lLave a little weight inhis favor, I shallnot en-
large npon them. The suggestion is gaining favor
that there ought to be an entive reformation of the
Faculty, and there are several strong reasons forthis
measure. It is not probable that a President will
be chosen competent to discharge the duties of Pre-
sident, Chaplain, and Professor of the “Evidences,”
as now by Dr. THORNWELL ; and, indeed, it would
be desirable to separate the office of President from
that of Professor. At anyrate, a Chaplain and Pro-
fessor must be also elected, and while the affairs of
the College are in this state of confusion, it woull
not'he bad policy to take measures to bring about a
thorough re-ovganization. This course would un-
doubtedly serve, also, to relieve the College of the
burden of one or two of its professors, whoseincom-
petency is now beyond all question. Itisbest per-
haps, to speak plainly. The salaries of the Profes-
sors are more libernl than in any other institation
with which Iam acquainted; and *“a sound price
ought to command sound property.”
